Fire Prevention was brought very 
much to public attention last week 
when the local Volenteer Fire Dep- 
artment carried out extensive Fire 
Drills . 


On the first day of Fire Prevention 
Week they had a fire drill at the 
Public School and were very pleased 
with the orderly way in which the 
children evacuated the building, show 
ing no sign of panic. About one and. 
a half minutes after the alarm was 
sounded every child was clear of the 
building and two minutes later the 
firemen had water to battle the im- 
aginary blaze. 

It took about the same time at the 
drill he'd at the new High School the 
next day and on Wednesday it took 
about a half a minute longer to get 
water at the Junior High School. 


The Provincial Hospital was the 
scene of the drill on Thursday with 
all the patients being cleared from 
the building in two minutes with the 
water taking just five minutes to get 
to the nozzles. 


On Thursday evening two films on 
fire prevention were shown to a large 
crowd at the Stake House. Prior to the 
films Fire Inspector Leland of Leth- 
bridge made a few comments per- 
tinent to the subject. Mr. May, rep- 
resentative of the Fire Underwriters 
was also present. 

At the Municipal Hospital on Fri- 
day the firemen demonstrated fire ex 
tinguishers to the nurses and showed 
them how to evacuate a patient on @ 
mattress. 

Saturday afternoon the Department 
staged a very interesting fire fight- 
ing display at the Town Park, just 
west of the skating rink. First they 
demonstrated the method of exting- 
uishing a fire made of oiled tires — 
both the spray nozzle and the straight 
stream were used on this fire. 

The next target was a pit full of 
used oil that really blazed and threw 
off terrific heat. The spray nozzle is 
the only way this kind of a fire can 
be put out successfully. To do this 
two men carry the hose to the base of 
the fire with the nozzle set to send 
out a large spray. This acts as a cool- 
ant and a protection for the firemen 
and it envelopes the flame as well. 
This can be an extremely hazardous 
operation but was carried out suc- 
cessfully by Grant Hall and Bill Hague 
Frank Anderson and Ab Hague, Grant 


Hall and Jack McClean, Grant and 
Harry Hall, who drew applause from 
the crowd for their efforts. 


Raymond can and should be very 
Proud of their Fire Fighters for they 
are a group of men who risk their 
lives to protect our property. They 
have got the business of fire fighting 
down to a fine art as the amazingly 
short time it takes them to get water 
on a fire indicates. 


As a very fitting conclusion for 
Fire Prevention Week the Fire Brig- 
ade sponsored a Firemen’s Ball at the 
Opera House on Saturday night with 
Jack Patey and his orchestra supply- 
ing the music, There were prizes gal- 
ore for the spot and novelty dances 
and the firemen wou'd like to extend 
their sincere appreciation to all mer- 
ehants and indivviduals who contrib- 
uted both merchandise and money. 
The grand prize of the evening was 
a Mixmaster that was won by Gary 
Christensen. A big crowd at the dance 
made it both financially and enter- 
tainingly a success. It is hoped that 
this dance will be made an annual 
event. 


The men of the Fire Department are 
busy these days fixing up the main 
room of the o'd library as a sort of 
locker room for their equipment. They 
have put plywood around the walls 
and have lockers almost completed. 
New linoleum and a repaint job are 
also on the program.

Water Helps Out 

Here are some cold water tricks: 
1. If you want to serve a jelly or 
cream in a large dish, it often slips 
to one side as you turn it out, But 
if you first rinse the serving dish 
with co'd water, there will be no 
trouble for you can then move the 
jelly until it is straight without break- 
ing it.
